U. S.-Soviet Relations Not 
‘Wholly Contingent’ on 
Litvinov Agreements Pre- 
ceding Recognition, He 
Informs Senators.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Hull wrote the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 


tee today that the State Depart- 
ment. did not consider the con- 
tinuance of diplomatic relations 
with Russia to be “wholly contin- 
gent” upon fulfillment by the So- 
viet Government of pledges made 
in the Litvinov agreements which 
preceded official recognition in 
1933. 

The information was given in 
reply to a committee request for 
Hull’s comment on a resolution by 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, asking the department to say 
whether the Litvinov agreements 
had been kept. Contending that 
Russia has violated its pledges, 
Vandenberg has urged that diplo- 
matic relations be broken off. 

Hull said that the State Depart- 
ment on several occasions “has had 
ground to believe that the Soviet 
Government was not fully living up 
to the obligations undertaken at 
the time of the establishment” of 
relations. 

Protests Made, He Says. 

He pointed out that the depart- 
ment had made formal protests on 
such occasions. 

“Whenever this government has 
cause to believe that another gov- 
ernment has failed to live up to 
agreements with it, it is accus- 
tomed to make use of the very 
channels which exist by virtue of 
diplomatic relations, in order to 
bring this failure to the attention 
of the other government, to en- 
deavor to effect an adjustment of 
the resultant divergencies of views: 
and to further attempt to prevent 
similar differences from taking 
place in the future,” Hull said in 
his letter to the committee. 

Referring to the Litvinov agree- 
ments, Hull said: 

“Although the agreements of Nov. 
16, 1983, between the two govern- 
ments were concluded simultaneous- 
ly with the establishment of diplo- 
matic rélations between them, the 
maintenance of diplomatic relations 
has not been made ‘wholly con- 
tingent,, as the wording of the 
resolution would appear to in- 
dicate, on the fulfillment by the 
Soviet Government of the obliga- 
tions set forth in these agree 
ments.” 

A “Politic Conviction.” 

Vandenberg said he interpreted 
Hull's letter as a “politic convic- 
tion” of Moscow on at least two 
definite breaches of the Litvinov 
pledges. 

“The cumulative case, brought 
down to date, would seem to multi- 
ply the reasons for wondering why 
the United States should be the 
only American republic in two 
hemispheres maintaining diplo- 
matic relations with Moscow,” he 
said. 

Hull said it was the opinion of 
this Government in August, 1935, 
“that the Soviet Government had 
violated its obligations not to inter- 
fere in the internal affairs of the 
United States when it permitted 
the all-world congress of the Com- 
munist International to convene in 
Moscow.” 

One of the pledges made by the 
Bovietse in the Litvinov agreements 
was that the Russian Government 
would not give any aid, directly 
or indirectly, to any group in the 
United States advocating overthrow 
of the American government by 
force. 

Hull recalled that the State De- 
partment had sent a protest on 
Aug. 25, 1935, to which the Soviet 
Government had replied that it 
had not undertaken any obligations 
of any kind with regard to the 
Communist International. The 
State Department issued a state- 
ment on Aug. 31, 1935, Hull noted, 
in which it said that the language 
of the Litvinov agreements ir- 
refutably covers the activities of 
the Communist International.”

“The idea that there is some ad- 
vantage to us in maintaining con- 
tacts in Russia, for purposes of in- 
formation and protest, is sustained 
by the State Department with a 
few minor exhibits (attached to 
Hull's letter),” Vandenberg de- 
clared. “But it would seem to be 
rather spectacularly denied by the 
recent experience of the depart- 
ment and its ambassador in the 
case of the City of Flint.“ (The 
City of Flint, an American mer- 
chant ship, was taken to a Russian 
port by a German prize crew and 
American representatives experi- 
enced obstacles in attempting to 
contact the crew.) 

On the Senate floor a resolution 
was adopted caling on the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission to 
expedite action on any application 
for the sale of Finnish Govern- 
ment bonds in the United States. 

The chamber adopted a resolu- 
tion by Senator Harrison (Dem.), 
Mississippi, which stated it to be 
the sense of the Senate that the 
commission expedite its considera- 
tion of any application for registra- 
tion of such a band issue. The 
resolution will have no legal effect 
on the SEC. 

The vote was 65 for the resolu- 
tion to 3 against. Those who vot- 
ed “no” were Senators Frazier of 
North Dakota and Danaher of Con- 
necticut, Republicans; and Norris 
of Nebraska, Independent.

Additional non-military aid to the 
little Baltic repubhe appeared like- 
ly when Senate leaders scheduled 
consideration of a bill to double 
the $100,000,000 capital of the Ex- 
port-Import Bank. It generally has 
been understood that the bank 
would authorize an additional $20,- 
000,000 loan to Finland if the legis- 
lation were approved.

SENATE INGREASES 
HOUSE MEASURE 
BY $39,090,201 


Passes $1,139,783,528 Ap- 
propriation for More 
Than 20 U. S. Agencies 
—Rejects TVA Cut. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP).— 
The Senate passed today a $1,139,- 
783,528 appropriation bill carrying 
funds for more than 20 Government 
agéncies and bureaus. The total 
approved was $39,596,261 more than 
the sum voted by the House. 


. Shortly after the Senate action, 
the House approved and sent to the 
Senate a $107,225,660 measure car- 
rying funds for the State, Com- 
merce and Justice Departments 
and the Federal courts, This was 
$2,438,350 less than President 
Roosevelt’s budget request for the 
three departments. 

The measure acted on by the 
Senate was returned to the House 
for action on amendments—princi- 
pally one alloting $39,000,000 to 
the Maritime Commission’s con- 
struction fund. This and other in- 
creases were offset in part by minor 
reductions. 

TVA Cut Rejected. 

The chamber rejected, 57 to 18, 
an amendment by Senator Taft to 
cut the TVA appropriation from 
$40,000,000 to $35,000,000. Taft said 
the “whole question of whether this 
is to be an economy Congress” 
was involved in the vote because 
TVA was given more funds than it 
had this year while activities of 
other agencies were cut. 

Included in the Senate-approved 
measure were funds for the Na- 
tional Resources Board and for 
continuation under the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission of activities of the 
Council of Personnel Administra- 
tion. The House had not provided 
this money, which amounted to 
$735,040, in the Senate measure. 

One Senate increase made at the 
request of Senator Glass (Dem.), 
Virginia, boosted from $100,000 to 
$190,000 the appropriation for the 
New York Customs House. 

House Passes Bill. 

The passage of the departmental 
bill in the House followed two fu- 
tile attempts to write in provisions 
aimed at forcing the administra- 
tion to break off diplomatic rela- 
tions with Russia, One of the de- 
feated provisions would have with- 
held the salary of the United States 
Ambassador to Moscow; another 
would have denied use of any State 
Depatment money for maintenance 
of an Embassy in Russia,

However, in mentioning the last 
Supreme War Council meeting— 
held Monday in Paris—he noted 
that the council had become “not 
merely a convenient means of har- 
monizing the views of the two gov- 
ernments but a vital instrument in 
the successful prosecution of the 
war.” 


Pleased With War Council, 


He asserted he could not give the 
details of the last meeting but said 
it seemed “even more valuable and 
businesslike than on previous oc 
casions.” 

Chamberlain was among those 
who attended the Monday sessions 
of the council. 

Of the air warfare between Great 
Britain and Germany the Prime 
Minister said: It would appear 
that instructions have been given 
to enemy pilots to do their utmost 
to avoid contact with our defenses.”

MIAMI, Fa. Feb. 8 (AP). — The 
‘American Federation of Labor 


directly charged John L. Lewis, 
CIO chief, with blocking peace be- 


tween the organizations and asked 
President Roosevelt today to make 
public what each of the two labor 


factions had agreed to do “so that 
responsibility for failure to resume 
peace negotiations shall be 
placed where it properly belongs.” 

William Green, AFL president, 
charged Lewis with failure to con- 
tinue: peace negotiations, and de- 
clared that the AFL had always 
been willing to work toward har- 
monious settlement of the long and 
bitter dispute.

“The executive council feels as a 
matter of simple justice that this 
information should be given to 
labor and to the people of our 
nation so that responsibility for 
failure to resume peace negotia- 
tions as you requested shall be 
placed where it properly belongs.”

Until Finland Is Crushed 


most vitaP war sone in Finland is 
the Salla front, at 67 degrees lati- 
tude, north, just above the Arctic 
circle, On this Lapland front from 
40,000 to 50,000 Russian soldiers— 
between two and three Red divi- 
sions—have penetrated 50 miles intd 
Finnish territory. 
With their advance positions at 
Lake Marka, about 18 miles west of 
Salla Church village, they are near- 
ly one-fifth of the way across Fin- 
land's upper waistline. In front of 
them are fewer lakes, fewer hills 
and thinner forests than there are 
along any other east-to-west high- 
way in the country. The Salla-Lake 
Kemi-Rovaniemi road runs straight 
down to Kemi, which is only a few 
miles from the Swedish frontier, at 
the head of the Gulf of Bothnia. 
This, as Soviet strategists well 
know, would be the ideal place to 
cut Finland in two and sever most 
of its population and army from all 
land route supplies from Sweden, 
Norway and the outside world. 
Little Loss to Reds. 
This is why the Bolshevist in- 
vaders have fought and are fight- 
ing with great stubborness in the 
Salla region. In December, their 
initial thrust brought them within 
15 miles of Lake Kemi and only 75 
miles from Rovaniemi, the capital 
of Lapland. Last month a much 
smaller Finnish force compelled 
the Russians to retreat from this 
point to Lake Marka, a distance 
of nearly 30 miles, but, for the first 
time,’ Red officers avoided every 
attempt at encirclement and with- 
drew with virtually no loss of ma- 
terial and very few men killed. 
Here, the Soviet troops.have been 
pushed back but neither over- 
whelmed nor demoralized. In the 
last two weeks they have counter- 
attacked several times and rumors 
persist of a Russian offensive in 
preparation. In any case, it looks 
as if the Reds would hold Salla 
until spring and, so long as they 
retain Salla, they will possess an 
invaluable springboard for a des- 
perate drive across Southern Lap- 
land. Incidentally, the Murmansk 
Railway—main supply line for the 
Soviet troops along the Eastern 
front—swings closest to the Finn- 
ish border near Salla. ö 


Still See-Saw Action: 

It the Finns were not so greatly 
outnumbered they would probably 
have cleared up the Salla region 
before now. As things are, their 
Lapland troops achieved wonders; 
they saved the key village of Lake 
Kemi in mid-December and then 
forced the Russians back to Lake 
Marka in January. The Finns have 
fought there with great gallantry 
but, until recently, their quota of 
reinforcements has been small and 
sometimes slow in reaching them. 
So the struggle in the Salla region 
remains a nip-and-tuck, see-saw 
affair. Around and beyond Salla, 
the Bolshevist invaders have great- 
er advantages of terrain than on 
any other of the five major fronts. 
On the record, they apparently 
have better officers there. Finally, 
they are in a strong position from 
which to launch a high-powered 
offensive and their natural ad- 
vantages will improve every week 
as spring advances. They are only 
about 100 miles from Rovaniemi. 
The highway is straight and fairly 
broad, with little hilly ground. 
Along that entire route there is 
only one body of water — Lake 
Kemi—which offers a natural bar- 
rier to infantry advance.

Where Swedes May Fight. 


One important aspect of the Salla 
front must not be overlooked. It 
is the nearest and logical place for 
the Swedish volunteer corps, com- 
manded by Gen. Ernst Linder, to 
be used. Already small detachments 
of volunteers are reported to -be 
serving in the Salla region, but 
even the entire corps at present is 
not sufficiently large to play a de- 
cisive role. If the Russians should 
suddenly attack there in  over- 
whelming number, however, Salla 
is the place where the Scandinavian 
volunteers may ‘be called on to as- 
sume heavy responsibilities. 

In this connection, it should be 
admitted that no one yet knows 
what to expect from the Scandi- 
navian volunteers. They are a very 
mixed group, predominantly Swed- 
ish. Most of their officers have 
had considerable experience in the 
Swedish army and this is also true 
of some of the men. Many others 
have had only 150 or 200 days of 
routine conscript service and there 
are a great many 19 and 20 years 
old who have never had any mili- 
tary training at all. 

The Swedish volunteers are splen- 
didly built, handsome chaps, but 
they come from a race which never 
had to fight a war in more than 
100 years. Somehow they do not 
have the “iron look” about them 
that the Finns have. The corre- 
spondent of Stockholm’s Social De- 
mokraten, this country’s leading 
Socialist newspaper, talked with 
many of the volunteers and his 
impressions were not altogether 
happy.

It was disclosed that immediately 
after the raid Surits demanded the 
Government release the agents and 
return seized documents. 

Informed sources said the Soviet 
Envoy was told that diplomatic im- 
munity for the agents expired last 
Dec. 31 with the French-Russian 
trade agreement and that the of- 
fices, even under the agreemnt, 
never had had extraterritorial priv- 
ileges. 


MOSCOW, Feb. 8 (AP).—The So- 
viet Union has accused French po- 
lice of widespread raids against 
Russians and Russian agencies in 
Paris and has demanded surrender 
of documents allegedly seized from 
the Russian trade office there. 

Tass, official news agency, an- 
nounced both the raids and a re- 
sulting diplomatic protest in a com- 
munique last night.

The police, 
it was said, refused. 

Surits was reported to have sent 
representatives to the place as 
soon as he heard of the raid. He 
got wind of it despite the raiders’ 
precaution of switching off the of- 
fice’s telephone service. 


The raid was similar to the 
“Arcos incident” in London, May 
12, 1927, which led to severance of 
diplomatic relations between Great 
Britain and Russia. Relations have 
since been réstored. British police 
raided the London headquarters of 
Arcos, Ltd., Russian trading com- 
pany, in a hunt for subversive doc- 
uments. Tons of papers were cart- 
ed away but the nature of the seiz- 
ures never was disclosed.

Allied and neutral merchantmen 
since the war began with an Ad- 
miralty tabulation putting at 274 
the total of such merchantmen lost 
up to midnight Feb. 4.

Ruth Posselt Says She Re- 


turned to U. S. After De- 
ciding Concert Tours 
Don’t Mix With Crises 
and Blackouts. |

Miss Ruth Posselt, young New 
England violinist, who is in St. 


Louis today for her appearance to- 
morrow afternoon and Saturday 
night as guest soloist with the 
Symphony Orchestra, has had to 
spend much of her time during 
the last five years jumping out 
of the path of European crises. 

Those years were occupied large- 
ly with concert tours, during which 
shouting mobs, gas masks, practice 
air-raid blackouts and swarming) 
soldiers became a commonplace 
sight. Giving concerts before au- 
diences jittery with apprehension 
was almost an every day experi- 
ence. 

At last, deciding that turmoil and 
concerts couldn’t mix, she left Hol- 
land for home last July, cutting 
short a tour that was to take her 
through the countries fated to be- 
come embroiled in war several 
months later. Since then, she has 
been enjoying the tranquillity of 
her native land. 

Found Terror in Russia. 

Her first encounter with tumult, 
she said to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er yesterday, occurred during a tour 
of Russia late in 1934, when Sergei 
Kiroff, secretary of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party, 
was assassinated. In the ensuing 
man hunts, she was forced to re- 
main three days in her hotel room 
in Moscow, and was forbidden to 
have visitors. Her apprehension, 
caused by being kept in ignor- 
ance of the meaning of the tumult, 
mounted at times to terror, she 
said. 

When the commotion died down, 
however, she was able to find some 
compensation in the spectacular fu- 
neral parades. They seemed to 
go on day and night,” she said. 
“There were thousands of banners 
and flags, and once I managed to 
see the boss of it all, Stalin him- 
self.” 

The fate that seemed to dog ber 
steps caught up with her again 
one day the following summer in 
Bilbao, during the unrest that pre- 
ceded the Civil War in Spain. “Po- 
lice and soldiers on horseback were 
charging into shouting crowds in 
the streets, and I couldn’t get a 
taxicab to the concert hall,” she 
said. 

: She Walks to Work. 

After the streets were cleared, 
she said, she took her violin in one 
hand and her evening gown in the 
other and walked a mile to the 
concert hall, fearful every moment 
of fresh outbreaks. She added that 
a sizeable crowd turned out for 
the performance despite the dis- 
turbances.

STATE AD OFF 


Aduainiatretice: — Says 
“Age Pension and Chil- 
dren’s Cases Must Await 
Their Return to Jobs. 


The haridling of old-age pension 
and aid to dependent children cases 
at the St. Louis office of the State 
Social Security Commission has 
been at a virtual standstill for the 
last two weeks because of addition- 


al work required to provide emer- 
gency care for WPA workers who 
have not been returned to work. 
Hubert. Harris, secretary-admin- 
istrator of the office: said today 
that about 80 per cent of his staff 
is being used for the handling of 
new applications for aid, including 
those made by destitute WPA 
workers who have had little or no 
work since Christmas as a result 
of cold weather. As a result, he 
said; it Has been impossible to in- 
vestigate new pension and chil- 
dren’s aid cases for certification to 
the rolls. 


700 Relief Pleas a Day. 

Only about 5000 of the 11,000 
WPA workers laid off on outside 
projects have deen returned to 
work with the moderation of the 
weather, and the Social Security 
office ‘has been receiving 700 to 
1000 applications a day for tempo- 
rary relief, Harris said. So far, 
about 3500 workers have been giv- 
en coal or grocery orders, or both, 
and during January about 9000 
WPA employes received orders for 
surplus commodities. 

This month $10,000 has been spent 
already in providing aid for WPA 
workers, the funds coming from the 
city’s $149,140 direct relief allot- 
ment for February. Additional 
funds may be obtained this month 
from the $100,000 fund recently re- 
leased by Gov.

§ fortunes on the London Stock 

Exchange today following the 
announcement of a Government 
scheme guaranteeing Great Brit- 
ain’s four mainline railways and 
the London Passenger Transport 
Board a minimum annual net reve- 
nue of £40,000,000 (around $160,- 
000,000) for the remainder of the 
war. 

The Government scheme will 
guarantee the four big railways 
substantially more than they have 
earned during the last year and 
will allow the payment of divi- 
dends on a variety of speculative 
stocks which had fallen into the 
doldrums immediately before the 
war. Formal announcement of the 
scheme fully confirmed rumors 
which had leaked out several days 
before and tended to strengthen 
the boom which had already begun 
on a tip that the Government was 
going to be “generous. 


Revenues to Be Pooled. 


Under this scheme the: four rail- 
ways promise to remain relatively 
independent of the Government 
throughout the period of hostilities 
and will be enabled to retain enough 
of their revenue to allow the 
maintenance of their lines and roll- 
ing stock. This, it is hoped, will 


prevent any such serious deteriora- 


tion of the lines as resulted both 
here and in the United States dur- 
ing the last war. 

It is also expected that the gen- 
erosity of the scheme will encour- 
age the railways to maintain and 
improve their services in the hope 
of boosting revenue: 

All the revenue received by the 


four railways-and the London trans-} 


port system will be pooled and will 
be distributed among the various 
lines according to a fixed sched- 
ule. If this revenue fails to reach 
£40,000,000 (currently the pound is 
around $4), the Government will 
supply the difference. Secondly, 
the railways will be. allowed to re- 
tain any additional net revenue up 
to 443,500,000. Thirdly, any further 
excess, up to a total of £68,500,000, 
will be divided evenly between the 
Government and the railways, and 
finally, all net revenue in excess of 
that figure will be handed over to 
the Government. 


Standard Revenue. 


If the railways did manage to 
secure a net revenue of £68,500,000 
($274,000,000), they would actually

OPERA ADMISSION PRICES 
WILL BE CUT THIS SPRING 


Number of Low-Cost Seats to Be 
Greatly Increased in Effort to 
Attract a Full House. 
Admission prices for operatic per- 
formances during the spring season 
at the Municipal Auditorium will 
be substantially reduced and the 
number of low-priced seats will be 
greatly increased, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at a meeting of 
the board of governors of the St.

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CHINESE REPORTED

BUDAPEST, Feb. 8 (AP).—The 
little neutrals of Southeastern Ru- 
rope, fearful of a springtime crisis, 
will have their conscript armies on 
a war footing my mid-March. 

A survey today shows that de- 
tense measures repeating the mili- 
tary concentrations” of 1939 are 
ready to be put into force in Ru- 
mania, Yugoslavia, Hungary, Tur- 
key, Bulgaria and Greece. 

Some of these small powers al- 
ready have announced the calling 
of certain classes for “additional 
training,” but none permits use of 
the word mobilization to describe 
its plans. 

Rumania, holding about 700,000 to 

1,000,000 men under arms through 
the winter, will increase the total 
during spring exercises. 
A 900-mile defense line is being 
built along Rumania’s frontiers 
most open to invasion and King 
Carol’s army chiefs today began 
requisitioning scrap iron for muni- 
tions factories. Private stocks of 
more than 400 pounds must be 
turned over to the Government un- 
der penalty of a heavy fine. 

Hungary also has made scrap 
iron a state monopoly. 

Possible Effect on Rumania. 

The defense efforts of Rumania, 

at the moment the most exposed of 
the Southeastern states, will de- 
crease its productive capacity for 
an indefinite period, British and 
French observers believe, and ad- 
versely affect deliveries of oil and 
other supplies to Germany. 
The absence from farms of hun- 
dreds of thousands of peasants 
called for military service already 
has cut down winter wheat plant- 
ing. 4 
Rumania, like its co-members of 
the Balkan Entente—Yugoslavia, 
Greece and Turkey—is making an 
effort to stay out of war independ- 
ently as a result of the Entente 
confrees’ decision last week against 
collective measures. 

Yugoslavia is expected to have an 


army of about 500,000 by spring— 
more than double its normal 
strength. 

Regent Prince Paul has been 
asked to take full command to 
iron out confusion such as marked 
Yugoslay mobilization last year, 
when the army supply system broke 
down and, it is acknowledged, a 
Croat regiment mutinied. 

Turkey, officially “not neutral but 
no nt,” has kept 200,000 
soldiers on its frontier with Russia 
despite an urgent need for man- 
power for reconstruction of the 
large areas recently devastated by 
flood and earthquake. 

Allied Aid to Turkey. 

Great Britain and France have 
prepared to co-ordinate the Turkish 
Army with the strategy of Gen. 
Maxine Weygand if the European 
war spreads to the Near East. 

Gen. Weygand, Commander-in- 
chief of French forces in the East- 
ern Mediterranean, arrived in Cairo 
yesterday to observe Egyptian ma- 
neuvers. He conferred in Ankara 
two weeks ago on Turkish collabo- 
ration with the British-French Al- 
lies. 


In Hungary, latest conscript 
classes will report to eight corps 
areas into which the army recent- 
ly divided the country. 

Both Hungary and Bulgaria con- 
stantly are training groups of men 
who reached maturity during the 
years of enforced demilitarization 
under terms of World War peace 
treaties.

most impassable Eastern Turkey 
against Russian attack. 

Probably the Russians and Ger- 
mans likewise have considered the 
chance of ultimately striking at 
the Allies’ great oil source in 
Mosul. The Mesopotamian oil 
wells, however, are situated 400 
miles to the south in a virtually 
impassable country without roads 
or railways and, according to Near 
East experts, in territory marvel- 
ously defendable against land and 
air attacks. Such attacks, if at- 
tempted, would almost certainly 
have to go through Iran, whereas 
this would not necessarily be the 
case in event of an Allied attack 
on the Russian Caucasus. 

In view of these possibilities, the 
Afghan and Iranian military pre- 
cautions are normal. 

At least for the present, the 
chances of a combined Turkish- 
Allied attack on Russia appear re- 
mote. In British and French cir- 
cles, a faint trace is still noticeable 
of the notion, held last fall, that 
Russia might still turn on Ger- 
many. 

While Russian aggression in Fin- 
land has been a hard blow to such 
an Allied theory, as far as this 
correspondent can ascertain, the 
Allies continue reluctant to con- 
sider Russian-German collusion as 
complete. 

As for the Turks, although they 
proudly speak of their racial kin- 
ship to the heroic Finns, they seem 
little incfined to press for com- 
bined action against the Soviets. 

Apparently the policy of the 
French and British and their Turk- 
ish ally is to continue to leave the 
war initiative on all fronts to Ger- 
many and Russia. 

They have a.number of plans on 
file to meet various contingencies. 
They have forces stationed 
throughout the Near East waiting 
and preparing for action. As far 
as this correspondent can see, the 
chances are remote, for the time 
being, of an Allied diversion from 
this part of the world against Rus- 
sia, which would really help little 
democratic Finland.

TO) FINLAND SOON 


Several Hundred Recruited by 
Legation in London 
Ready to Sail. 


LONDON, Feb. 8.— The first big 

batch of British volunteers for Fin- 
d, numbering several hundred, 

is expected to leave England with- 
in the next few days. 

The volunteers will leave under 
auspices of the Finnish Legation 
in London, which recently opened 
a recruiting station, and Will not, 
it is stated, “in any way be sent 
by the British Government.” At 
the same time, officials here make 
no bones of the fact that they 
bless such expeditions and. that 
any man outside the age limits for 
conacription is welcome to go. It 
has been denied in the House of 
Commons that there has been ac- 
tive récruiting of regular units of 
British forces and, officially at 
least, regular British soldiers -and 
airmen are not free to go. If, how- 
ever, some British aviator evinced 
a strong desire to join the Winns, 
it is very possible that he imight 
obtain his release from sirvice 
here. 

The Finns have carefully mam 
ined the credentials of those volun- 
teering in order to weed out Com- 
munists who, in the ease of other 
countries, have volunteered for 
Finland in order to make 3 
behind the lines. 4 

A letter received by this corre- 
spondent from a Swedish friend 
now training in Northern Finland 
indicates that 15 Swedish Commu- 
nists who tried this ruse were ar- 
rested within a few days of their 
arrival and shot. 

Another friend, who is now serv- 
ing with the Norwegian army on 
the Petsamo frontier, writes that 
many Russian soldiers with whom 
he has talked across the frontier 
think that they are fighting either 
Germany or Japan. 

British volunteers will be in ad- 
dition to warplanes and other ma- 
terial already on the way from 
here to Finland. Foreign Under- 
secretary R. A. Butler yesterday 
affirmed in the House of Comimons 
that Great Britain, realizing “the 
urgency of this matter,” was tak- 
ing every measure short of actual 
intervention to get material aid to 
the Finns quickly. 


U. S. and Canadian Volunteers Sail 
for Finland. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (AP).--The 
Norwegian-American liner Ber- 
gensfjord sailed for Norway last 
night with 280 passengers, includ- 
ing 50 volunteers for Finnish mili- 
tary duty from the United States 
and Canada, The group was in 
charge of Ino Lackstrom, chair- 
man of the Finnish war veterans 
of Toronto. 

Also aboard were Robert A. 
Winston, of the United Staten na- 
val reserve, who said he would test 
American planes sent to Finland, 
and Prince Sigvard Bernadotte, 
second son of the Swedish Crown 
Prince, who sailed with his wife 
after a visit in this country lasting 
for several months. 


SILK CONSUMPTION LAST YEAR 
IN U. S. LOWEST SINCE 1923 


More Rayon, Cotton and lege Went

NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (AP).—-Less 
silk and more rayon, cotton and 
wool went into a record-breaking 
1939 consumption of textiles in the 
United States. The Textile Eco- 
nomics Bureau, Inc., reported today 


United States consumption of silk 
was the smallest since 1923 while 
use of rayon soared to a new peak. 
Domestic demand for cotton was 
almost as great as in the previous 
record year 1937. 

Silk, imported from Japan chiefly 
for women’s hosiery, more than 
doubled in price in 1939, rising 
above $3 a pound and causing a 
‘shift to other fibers. 

Total United States consumption 
of the five major textiles—cotton, 
wool, silk, rayon and linen—-was 
calculated at 4,558,300,009 pounds, 
an increase of 27 per cent above 


the previous record year 1937, 

By groups the figures compared

against 2,903,900 in 1938; rayon, 462,-

Body Health Maintained by 
Proper Diet — Minerals 
and Vitamins Needed. 


The cook in a streamlined apart- 
ment kitchen may know a great 
deal more about food than her 


grandmother, who turned out such 
savory meals from her store of 
tried-and-true recipes. For, within 
the last generation, every home- 
maker has had the advantage of 
being able to learn What scientists 
all over the world have discovered 
about food values, 

Grandmother prided herself on 
being a good “cook.” But the mod- 
ern homemaker takes equal pride 
in acting as sort of an engineer“ 
who understands how the food is 
used in making the body function 
as it should. She talks intelligently 
about nutrients—the necessary sub- 
stances in food that may spell the 
difference between good and poor 
health. 

To scientists the most colorful 
part of the recent nutrition studiés 
has been the discovery of how to 
prevent and cure certain disease 
through proper diet. They have 
found that the lack of certain nu- 
trients will cause pellagra, rickets, 
nutritional anemia and many other 
less-conspicuous body disorders. 
While these findings have been a 
great boon to society in général, 
they do not mean a great deal to 
the average homemaker—unless her 
family is suffering from an acute 
case of one of these “deficiency” 
diseases, 

However, nutritionists have also 
discovered that persons who think 
that their diet is perfectly all right 
may actually have a mild or border- 
line case of a deficiency disease. 
Although they may not be suffer- 
ing from any of the extreme condi- 
tions—they might be able to enjoy 
better health if they had all of the 
nutrients that they needed. 

Because the experiment work Is 
incomplete and much of it is rela- 
tively new, the scientists have not 
yet worked out a complete measur- 
ing stick to tell when the diet is 
perfect. But they have collected 
a lot of practical information that 
meal-planners can use in improving 
the diets for their families. 

No Scientific Knowledge. 

Grandmother probably never 
heard of calories, but she did know 
that folks had to eat if they wanted 
to live ad work and keep warm. We 
know now that the energy for these 


purposes comes from the carbohy- 


drates and the fats and the pro- 
teins of the diet. These nutrients 
are burned in the body, burned in 
a chemical sense, without flame or 
smoke, to produce heat energy. This 
heat energy supplies the body with 
the fuel for keeping warm; for us- 
ing the muscles in work and play, 
and even for the heart beat, diges- 
tion and the many other functions 
of which we are not conscious—so 
long as they proceed normally. 

Neither did grandmother realize 
that protein foods, such as milk 
and eggs, were necessary—especial- 
ly for growing children and hard- 
working men. Now we know that 
the protein is used to build a large 
part of the soft tissue in children’s 
bodies. Of course, grown folks also 
need protein foods to repair the 
wear and tear on these same tissues. 

Some cooks of the “old school” 
threw quantities of vitamins and 
minerals down the kitchen drain 
with the liquid from cooked or 
canned vegetables. But Southern 
mammies used the pot liquor and 
thus saved these food values, with- 
out realizing it. Now nutritionists 
have shown the importance of cook- 
ing foods so as to save the minerals 
and vitamins that perform such a 
variety of important functions in 
the body. 

The list of minerals, which we 
know are necessary, grows longer 
all the time. Some of these min- 
erals are needed in such small 
amounts that little is known about 
their real functions in the body. 
Trace elements, they are called. 

But there are three minerals that 
are given the most attention be- 
cause they are the ones that seem 
most likely to be low in the aver- 
age diet. They are calcium, phos- 
phorous and iron—each of which is 
essential for health. 

Minerals and Vitamins. 

Together, the calcium and phos- 
phorus form a large proportion of 
the bones and teeth. But some of 
the calcium also stays in the blood 
stream and is necessary for the 
proper working of the heart and for 
the coagulation of the blood. Phos- 
phorus also takes part in many of 
the chemical processes that keep 
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and soundness of the teeth and

Vitamin D is the “sunshine” vit- 
amin that helps phosphorus and 
calcium: to form bones and teeth. 
It is especially important for chil- 
dren who are rapidly: developing 
new bones and teeth.

Allen C. Southern of Kansas City, 
appointed as superintendent of 
Bennett Spring State Park near 
Lebanon, have been blocked, tem- 
porarily at least, by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Roy McKitirick, because of le- 
gal questions and absence of com- 
plainta concerning efficiency of the 
incumbent, Lee Woods of Clayton. 
The park board vomprises the 
Governor, McKittrick and Irwin T. 
Bode, director for the State Con- 
servation Commission, who also is 
director of State Parks, 

McKittrick said yesterday that 
E. A. Mayes, assistant director of 
parks, who entered his approval of 
the Governor's recommendation for 
appointment of Southern, on behalf 
of the State Park Board, had no le- 
gal authority to vote on the matter 
or sign the approval form. Bode, 
Mayes’ superior, has been out of 
the State because of ill health, but 
returned this week. 

Efficiency Not Questioned. 

The Attorney-General said no 
change would be made until there 


was a meeting of the three mem- 


bers of the park board. He said he 
had withheld his approval so far 
and added, “I will not be in favor 
of removing the present superin- 
tendent unless it is shown that he 
has done something justifying his 
removal.” 

No complaints had been made 
concerning the efficiency of Woods, 
according to McKittrick, the Gov- 
ernor and the Park Department. 
He receives $75 a month, with hous- 
ing, and receives profits from con- 
cessions he operates in the park. 
Woods has been suprintendent at 
Bennett Spring State Park about 
two years. 

Gov. Stark, chairman of the 
board, addressed a letter to the 
board Jan. 18, yecommending 
effective 
Feb. 15. Mayes signed an approval 
form typed in one corner of the 
letter, on behalf of the Park Board, 
and a like form for McKittrick’s 
approval remains blank. 


On Request of Judge. 

The Governor said the appoint- 
ment had been requested by 
Judge Southern for his son, who 
now has a job in the State Grain 
and Warehouse Department. Judge 
Southern impaneled the grand jury 
which began the Governor's crime 
cleanup in Kansas City last March. 

Mayes, who signed the approval 
form while Bode was out of the 
State, said he did so believing he 
had the authority, as acting execu- 
tive officer of the Park Board in 
the absence of Bode. He said he 
had been requested to sign it by 
the Governor. Mayes, in addition 
to being assistant director of parks, 
also is chief of the Lands and Wa- 
ters Division of the Conservation 


| Commission.

THIRD CANADIAN FORGE 
ARRIVES IN ENGLAND 


Crowds Cheer Contingent on 
Unheralded Landing Under 
Escort of Warships. 


SOMEWHERE IN BRITAIN, 
Feb. 8 (AP).—Protected by Great 
Britain's navy, the third contingent 
of Canadian active gervice forces 
have been landed in England. 

Like the two previous contin- 


gents, the Canadian soldiers ar- 
rived unheralded. Under cover of 
darkness, troop ships moved silent- 
ly up a river and when the sun 
rose were lying at anchor sur- 
rounded by naval vessels and fish- 
ing smacks. 

Attracted by the sight, thousands 
crowded to docks and promenades 
overlooking the harbor to wave 
and cheer. They were unaware 
from what part of the empire the 
troops had come, however, until the 
first tender carried ashore its load 
of singing, whistling Canadians. 

The debarkation of the Canadian 
troops was announced today in a 
War Office bulletin: “A further 
contingent of the Canadian active 
service force has arrived in this 
country and has proceeded to its 
concentration area.” 

No announcement was made of 
the size of the force or the units 
it comprised. 

Landing of the first contingent 
of Canadians in England was an- 
nounced Dec. 18, and the second 
Jan. 1. Both were parts of the 
first Canadian division. They have 
been joined by Australian flyers 
and Indian Moslem troops. 

Cries of “well done Canada,” and 
“bravo, bravo” rose from dockside 
crowds and throngs cheered as the 
Canadians marched to their train- 
ing camps.

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(1) Physical exertion—This, of 
course, is natural fatigue and is 
healthy. When the muscles are used, 
there is an accumulation of lactio 
acid and it has been supposed that 
other “fatigue substances” are ac- 
cumulated in the body; this, how- 
ever, has not been proved. Preven- 
tion of exertion fatigue can be ac- 
complished by rest pauses. Indus- 
try on a wide scale is adopting this 
method, 


(2). Nutrition—a great many 
people are on an inadequate total 
food intake or on the verge of semi- 
starvation without knowing it. In 
these people fatigue occurs and cre- 
ates a vicious circle. Lack of ade- 
quate food intake induces fatigue; 
fatigue destroys appetite. There- 
fore, there is a recurrence of lack 
of adequate food intake. 

(3). Inadquate sleep—This re- 
sults in frequent yawning during 
the day, difficulty in thinking along 
one line for any length of time,

(4). Environment factors—Light, 
noise, vibration and ventilation are 
the outstanding environmental fac- 
tors as causes of fatigue. Insuffi- 
cient light or glaring light are po- 
tent fatigue-breeders. Noise and 
vibration are the culprits in indus- 
try. One insurance company showed 
that when rooms used in clerical 
work were quieted, output increased 
by more than 10 per cent. Bad ven- 
tilation causes fatigue as much by 
the lack of movement of the air as 
by the temperature and humidity. 

Psychological causes of fatigue 
are legion. Unsympathetic work, 
monotonous work, domestic unhap- 
piness and many other causes oper- 
ate. 

The above may be called natural 
or functional causes of fatigue. 
Among organic causes of fatigue 
are anemia, focal infections, heart 
disease, tuberculosis and disturb- 
ance of the ductless glands.

AN, say the scientists, is a 

reasoning animal. Experience 

may sometimes cast a doubt 
on that. pronouncement, but . on 
the whole it seems true. We have 
the power to reason. We have in- 
telligence and sometimes we do 
use it. But how we hate to use it. 
How we twiggle and squirm, work 
and worry, to avoid the strain of 
thinking things through for our- 
selves. 

I have a great deal to do with 
children, their parents and teach- 
ers. I think that in all the world 
there is no more exacting task 
than that of rearing children. Each 
differs from the other; differs all 
through, even the diferences 
change from hour to hour. To be 
really intelligent about a child's 
growth one must keep a steady and 
clear-eyed watch on these differ- 
ences and their changes. And that 
requires a reasoning animal's full 
time and energy directed by the 
full force of his intelligence. Which 
means grilling work for today, and 
tomorrow, and for years to come. 

Our intellectual powers are com- 
paratively young, measured by the 
physical skills. Prolonged use of 
these powers is not possible be- 
cause they fatigue very quickly 
when concentrated on a situation. 
This may be the reason for our 
dread of using them often, but it is 
no excuse for us whose duty it is 
to serve children. We must think, 
and think fast and cleverly. 


Man discovered that laws, rules, 
plans and schedules make think- 
ing less of a necessity. One could 
follow the law and be safe. That 
is true on principle, but unfortu- 
nately for us principles are very 
broad and totally lacking in ex- 
ceptions, variations and adjust- 
ments. A living child is a com- 
position of exceptions, variations 
and shifting adjustments. Uncer- 


. tainties are the only certainty to 


depend upon. Starting with a 
principle one can soon be lost 
among the variations the living 
child imposes. Then what? 


The book says—to state an ac- 
cepted principle — that a child 
needs a nap in the afternoon.

Then one must find why this child 
differs from another, and decide 
whether or not he actually needs 
the nap.

Dummy’s jack was played, 
covered by East's queen, and won 
by declarer’s ace. | 

With only one entry, the heart 
king, left in his hand, declarer never 
could hope to establish the dia- 
mond suit, and, therefore, tried. to 
make the best of a bad bargain by 
going after dummy’s clubs. He 
Managed to estabi three club 
tricks which, with three hearts, 
one spade, and one diamond, held 
the contract to a one trick penalty. 

Declarer could have made things 
very difficult for the defense by al- 
lowing the queen of spades to hold 
the first trick, had he known that 
the king also was in the East hand. 
Only a club switch by East, away 
from the jack, could have defeated 
the contract with this plan of play, 
since on any other defense the dia- 
mond suit could have been estab- 
lished for four tricks. 

Had the bidding gone properly, 
however, with North bidding on 
no trump as the lesser evil over 
South’s one diamond bid, and had 
North become the final declarer at 
three no trump, there would have 
been very little trouble in making 
the contract. East would be sure 
to open a spade and there would be 
no difficulty in establishing the dia- 
mond suit by proper play. 

It must be noted in this connec 
tion that “proper play” would in- 
volve the lead of the diamond queen 
to be overtaken by dummy’s king, 
unless the ace went up second hand. 
Only in this way could dummy's en- 
tries be preserved.
